-(57)Abstract: ^1 

PURPOSE: To provide a quick sample of Karaoke melodies through which 

even if the title of the melody or a name of a singer of the melody for 
which a user is going to sing by a Karaoke device are unknown to the 
user, the melody which is propagated along with fixed information through 
various mass media through which propagation of phonetic information 
can be searched by a matter relating to fixed information. 
CONSTITUTION: A title quick sample possesses not only a collection 3 
of the titles of melodies or a collection 4 of names of singers which are 
prepared by serial numbers of melodies to call the melodies through a 
Karaoke devk^e are classified by the titles of the the collections 3, 4 but 
also collection 6 of pieces of mass media information wherein out of 
those melodies which are <:apable of being sung through the Karaoke 
device, melodies which.are propagated along with fixed information by a 
mass media which is capable of propagating phonetic information and the 
serial number of the melodies relating to the melodies are classified by 
taking fixed information or a matter relating to the fixed information as a 
common theme and mentioned outside of the collection 6.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The karaoke music characterized by to already have the collection of mass media information which 
was the music transmitted with predetermined information, classified the matter relevant to the predetermir>ed 
information concerned or predetermined information for the tune number number about the music concerned as a 
common theme, and wrote it by the mass media which can transmit speech information among the music in which 
the thing of the karaoke music for calling music from karaoke equipment sung with said karaoke equipment in a 
sample is possible is already a sample. 

[Claim 2] The karaoke music already characterized by what the music of karaoke music according to claim 1 for 
which said collection of mass media information is used in a TV program or a radio program distinguishes and 
writes by the program name in a sample is already a sample. 

[Claim 3] The karaoke music which carries out the description of the thing of karaoke music according to claim 2 
for which said collection of mass media information already arranged In parallel and wrote theme music, an 
interlude, and ending music to one TV program or a radio program name in the sample is already a sample. 
fClaim 4] The karaoke music characterized by what it distinguishes by the characteristic keyword within the 
abbreviated name with which said collection of mass media information became general [ in./ already / a 
sample / a TV program or a radio program name ] or program of karaoke music according to claim 2, and is 
written is already a sample. 

[Claim 5] The karaoke music characterized by being distinguished by the broadcasting station name of karaoke 
music according to claim 2 which said collection of mass media information broadcasts [ in / already / a sample ] 
that a program is is already a sample. 

[Claim 6] The karaoke music characterized by said collection of mass media information already distinguishing and 
writing the music of karaoke music according to claim 1 used in a movie by the movie name in a sample is already 
a sample.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
{0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention is already a thing about a sample which selects easily the music of the 
l<araoke music which carried the tune number number of the music inputted into karaoke equipment transmitted 
with predetermined information, and already checks the tune number number especially about a sample <it already 
considers as a sample hereafter) by the mass media which can transmit speech information, such as television 
and radio. 
t0002] 

{Description of the Prior Art] The case of karaoke established as general leisure today where it Is used at a 
karaoke box or a home has increased. Then, gather by two or more associates, and it sings, or is sung in locations 
in which a certain amount of number is present, such as a snack, in many cases. Therefore, as an operating 
condition of actual karaoke equipment ft is said that the person who music was passed one after another and 
chose music sings with a microphone so that it may be followed to time amount. By the way. in order to make the 
tune number number corresponding to the music which it is going to sing to karaoke equipment input, and to look 
for the tune number number, the Hayami book which wrote the tune number number together with the music 
name is used [ to sing at a karaoke place, ]. 

{0003] Then, the sample is already carried in consideration of a user's facility by the classification with various 
music in which this thing [ singing ] is possible. Drawing 5 is drawing which is used conventionally and in which 
having already shown the sample. This collection S3 of music names that put the music name in order by sample 
[^1 ] is used as the base, and it classifies into the collection 54 of singer names classified according to the 
siriger name as other retrieval means, and the duet collection 56 which put only duet music in order, and is 
already written. Specifically, it is as follows. In the collection 53 of music names, the title name of the music 
which can be sung with karaoke equipment is arranged in the order of the Japanese syllabary, and it is further 
distinguished by A line 53a, mosquito line 53b, and SA line 53c — . And it is cut so that it may be easy to turn over 
the page of the corresponding line, and the part of the edge used as an index 52 may become a stage. And each 
line applies a music name to the left column in an O stage from an A stage, the collection 53 of music names 
arranges it in order, as shown in drawing, the part of the beginning of the tune number number for input^ting into 
the singer name of the music and karaoke equipment and the words of music sings, and is written by the 
horizontal single tier. 

[0004] It is cut so that what is depended on other classifications may. on the other hand, follow the collection S3 
of music names, and the part of the edge used as an index 52 may become a stage. And although it does not 
carry out illustrating the notation of each concretely, it writes the singer name arranged in in the order of the 
Japanese syllabary by the collection 54 of singer names and the music name [ the tune number number 
corresponding to the music ] of the music which is the singer s music and can be sung with karaoke equipment. 
Moreover, in the duet collection 56. duet music is arranged in in the order of the Japanese syllabary, and the 
singer name corresponding to the music name and the tune number number are written. 

[0005] And a user searches from the collection 53 of music names, when he discovers the tune number number 
of such music that it is already going to sing from a sample 51. and the music name of the music to sing is known. 
On the other hand, when it is going to sing one music of the favorite singers, if the collection 54 of -singer names 
is seen, the music which can be sung with karaoke equipment out of the singer s music can be looked for 
immediately. Moreover, in the duet collection 56, it is the music sung by two persons, and what can be sung with 
karaoke equipment can be checked. 
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[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, the sample was already classified into the music of a medley 
and foreign language words, the children's song, the war song. etc. as a music name, a singer name, a duet, and 
still more nearly another thing, as each ^ classified in order [ conventional ] to look for music described above, 
but since the music which a user desires was not able to be certainly searched if a music name was not found 
even if it used which classiftcation. there were following un-arranging, 

[0007] For example, although a viewer's interest is visually lengthened of course according to the contents of a 
program at a TV program, a viewer's interest is lengthened from an acoustic sense by passing music which 
symbolizes the contents of a program in addition to it. and music which excites a viewer's feeling, it may have an 
interest strong also against the music used a TV program, simultaneously there by the viewer of the TV program 
getting interested in the music itself, or repeating the image of music by the contents of the TV program right 
[ that ] then Then, the Hayami book with which the collection of theme songs which arranged the music name of 
the music used by the TV program etc. among the music which can be sung with karaoke equipment also in the 
former in the order of the Japanese syllabary was prepared was used 

[0008] However, the music used by such a TV program etc. is in the inclination which connects to the identifier of 
the contents of the TV program, the title of the program, or the performer of the TV program etc., and is 
memorized rather than it is generally connected. to a music name or a singer name and memorizes. Moreover, 
even if it may not be notified while the music name and singer name of music which are used broadcast, and a 
notice is carried out, he may not notice, without the display being conspicuous. Therefore, there was a problem 
that the conventional thing checked if a music name is not known even if it already searches the collection of 
theme songs by sample was impossible, and the music to wish could not be sung. This corresponds to the music 
whrch is not what was restricted to the broadcast on television, for example, is passed by the various mass media 
which can transmit speech information, such as radio and a movie. 

tO009] So. in this invention, even if the music name or singer name of music which it is ^oing to sing with karaoke 
equipment are not known that the above-mentioned trouble should be solved, it aims at the thing of the karaoke 
music which can search the music transmitted with predetermined information through the various mass media 
which <:an transmit speech information according to the matter relevant to the predetermined information 
concerned for which a sample is already offered. 
,[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] It is the music transmitted with predetermined information by the mass media 
which can transmit speech information among the music which it is the thing of the karaoke music of this 
invention for attaining the above-mentioned purpose for a sample to already call musk: from karaoke equipment, 
and can be sung with said karaoke equipment, and has the collection of mass media information which classified 
the matter relevant to the predetermined information concerned or predetermined information for the tune 
number number about the music concerned as a common theme, and wrote it.' Moreover, as for a sample, it is 
already desirable for the music of the karaoke music of this invention for which said collection of mass media 
information is used in a TV program or a radio program to distinguish by the program name, and to write. 
(001 1] Moreover, the thing of a sample of the karaoke music of this invention for which said collection of mass 
media information arranges in parallel and writes theme music, an interlude, and ending music to one TV program 
or a radio program name is already desirable. Moreover, it is desirable to distinguish by the charactertstk keyword 
within the abbreviated name with which the sample already became common [ said collection of mass media 
information / a TV program or a radio program name ] or program of the karaoke music of this invention, and to 
write. Moreover, as for a sample, it is already desirable for said collection of mass media information to be 
distinguished by the broadcasting station of the karaoke music of this invention which broadcasts a program. 
Furthermore, as for a sample, it is already desirable for said collection of mass media information to distinguish 
and write the music of the karaoke music of this invention used in a movie by the movie name. 
£0012] 

[Function] Although the user of karaoke equipment searches the tune number number for [ of karaoke music ] 
already calling music from karaoke equipment with a sample in the Hayami book of the karaoke music of this 
invention which has the above-mentioned configuration In that case, the tune number number which opens pages, 
such as a. collection of music names of karaoke music which already classified according to the musk: name of a 
sample or the singer name, and was written, or a collection of singer names, and corresponds when the music 
name which it is going to sing is known is checked. Although the music name or singer name of musk: which it is 
-going to sing are not known, in being the music which the musk: is delivered with predetermined information 
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through the mass media which can transmit speech information on the other hand The tune number number of 
the music which corresponds by searching the collection of mass media information which classified the matter 
relevant to said predetermined information or predetermined information as a common theme, and wrote it is 
checked. 

[0013] Moreover, the tune number number of the music which searches the program name for which the music 
which it is going to sing was used, and already corresponds by sample from the collection of mass media 
information of karaoke music already classified into the sample when the TV program or radio program for which 
the music is used is known, although the music name or singer name of music of the karaoke music of this 
invention which the user of karaoke equipment is going to sing are not known is checked. Moreover, by sample, 
although the music name or singer name of music of the karaoke music of this invention which the user of 
karaoke equipment is going to sing are not known, already When the music knows the TV program or radio 
program currently used as theme music, an interlude, or ending music, the tune number number of the music 
which searches the program name for which the music which it is going to sing was used, and corresponds from 
the collection of mass media information of karaoke music already classified into the sample is checked. 
[€014] Moreover, by sample, the music name or singer name of music of the karaoke music of this invention 
whk:h the user of karaoke equipment is going to sing are not already known. Moreover, although the TV program 
or radio program for which the music is used is not understood, either the abbreviated name whteh became 
-common [ a TV program or a radio program name ] — or, when the characteristic keyword within a program is 
known The tune number number of the music which searches the abbreviated name or keyword in the program 
for which the music which it is going to sing was used, and corresponds from the collection of mass media 
information of karaoke music already classified into the sample is checked. Moreover, by sample, although the 
music name or singer name of music of the karaoke music of this invention which the user of karaoke equipment 
is going to sing are not known, already When the broadcasting station where the program was broadcast is known 
in addition to the program name of the TV program for which the music is used, or a radio program The tune 
number number of the music which searches the program name for which the music which searches, and is going 
to sing a broadcasting station name continuously first from the collection of mass media information of karaoke 
music already classified into the sample was used, and corresponds is checked. 

tool 5] Furthermore, the tune number number of the musk: which searches the movie name for which, the music 
which it is going to sing was used, and already corresponds by sample from the collection of mass media 
information of karaoke music already classified into the sample when the movie name of the movie for which the 
music is used is known, although the music name or singer name of music of the karaoke music of this invention 
which the user of karaoke equipment is going to sing are not known is checked.

{Example] Hereafter, it explains, referring to a drawing about the example of the Hayami book of the karaoke 
music of this invention. Drawing 1 shows the cover of the Hayami book of this example. A sample 1 has the 
inteHigible classification which cuts, is taken and corresponds so that the part of that edge may become a stage 
like this above-mentioned conventional thing, and the index 2 is already formed so that it may be easy to turn 
over. And it is classified into the collection 6 of theme songs which are already the collection 3 of music names, 
the collection 4 of singer names, the collection 5 of NATSUMERO. and the description of this example in order to 
search the tune number number of the music by this example which it is going to sing by sample [ 1 ]. This 
collection 3 of music names and the collecti'on 4 of singer names are the same as that of the thing of the above- 
mentioned conventional example. That is. all the music that can sing the collection 3 of music names with karaoke 
equipment is carried, and the titie of the music name is divided in the order of the Japanese syllabary with A line 
3a, mosquito line 3b, and SA line 3c — . And it writes the singer name arranged in the order of the Japanese 
syllabary by the collection 4 of singer names and the music name [ the tune number number corresponding to the 
music ] of the music which is the singer's music and can be sung with karaoke equipment. In the collection 5 of 
NATSUMERO. an old hit song is distinguished at an age exception, i.e., Showa 30 — of the Showa 20s and 
according to [ age / which hit ], among those a music name is arranged in in the order of the Japanese syllabary, 
and the singer name and tune number number of the music are written. 

10017] Next, although the collection 6 of theme songs which is the description of this example is classified as 
folk)WS and it is written, this notation is classified by whether for the user who uses karaoke equipment to relate 
with what of that TV program the music used for a TV program, and to memorize it. Then, the 1st, 2nd, and 3rd 
example concerning this invention is shown in drawing 2 thru/or drawing 4 . respectively. Each of drawing 2 
thru/or drawing 4 is drawings having shown the condition of having opened the page of the collection 6 of theme 
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songs. 

(0018] Drawing 2 starts the 1st example which put in order and wrote the program name of the TV program for 
which the music was used among the music which can be sung wrth karaoke equipment to the left column. And it 
is arranged so that it may be easy to search a user and a program name may become in the order of the 
Japanese syllabary. Moreover, depending on a TV program, song selection with karaoke equipment may be 
possible about theme music, an interlude, or ending music. In such a case, theme music, an interlude, and ending 
music were divided into the corresponding line count, and it wrote, and the account of the average of the words 
of the "theme", an "interlude"', and "ending" was carried out to the program name, and the music name of the 
music used for the TV program with the program name as shown in drawing at the collection 6 of theme songs in 
-this case, the singer name which sings that music, and the tune number number inputted into karaoke equipment 
— and it sings and is shown In the single tier. 

[0019] by the way, rt is already indicated by sample — the first phrase of music is shown for beginning to sing. 
However, the phrase of the part of this example which is flowing by the TV program about that music since there 
is music of a sample 1 by which a part of music is passed especially like [ in this collection 6 of theme songs ] an 
interlude is already shown. This is the same also about the collection 6 of theme songs shown in the following 
examples. And music is searched by the program name which has opened and memorized the page of the 
collection 6 of theme songs when the program name of the TV program for which the music is used is known, 
although neither the music name of the music which the user of karaoke equipment is already going to sing by 
sample of this example which has the collection 6 of theme songs of the above configurations, nor a singer name 
is known, and it sings whether it is the music which the music tends to sing itself to be sure, and it is confirmed 
in the part of and after checking coming out so, a tune number number is inputted into karaoke equipment. 
{0020] Therefore, a suitable tune number number can be searched with remembering the program name of the TV 
program by which the music was passed, even if neither a music name nor a singer name is known by having 
formed such a collection 6 of theme songs. Moreover, the interlude used in a TV program sings, and into the part 
of since the phrase which is flowing by the TV program was indicated, the tune number number of the 
music which it is going to sing certainly can be checked. 

[0021] Next, drawing 3 starts the program groups 11a and l ib which carried out the account of the average of 
the program name for every television station, and the 2nd example classified into 11c — . Concretely, the program 
groups 11a and 1 lb and 11c — are the music which can be sung with karaoke equipment, and the program name 
of the TV program for which the music was used is summarized per television station, and is put in order. At this 
•time, the television station name is also arranged in in the order of the Japanese syllabary also about the program 
name, and the music name of the music used for the TV program as shown in drawing also in this case, the singer 
name which sings that rnusic. and the tune number number inputted into karaoke equipment — and it sings and 
**** is shown in the single tier. 

[0022] Although neither the music name of the music which the user of karaoke equipment is already ^oing to 
sing by sample which has the collection 6 of theme songs of the above configurations, nor a singer name is 
known, when the program name and television station name of a TV program for which the music is used are 
known, the page of the collection 6 of theme songs is opened and music is searched by the television station 
name and program name which have been memorized. That is, the part where the television station name which 
opens the page of the collection 6 of theme songs and corresponds was carried is looked for, and the program 
groups 11a and lib of the television station concerned and the tune number number of the music used by the TV 
program which corresponds from 11c — are checked, and it sings whether it is the music which the music tends 
to sing itself to be sure, and it is checked in the part of and after checking coming out so. a tune number 

number is inputted into karaoke equipment 

[0023] Therefore, a suitable tune number number can be searched with remembering the program name of the TV 
program by which the music was passed, even if neither a music name nor a singer name is known by having 
already formed such a collection 6 of theme songs in the sample. Moreover, the thing of the television station 
where the drama which the user of karaoke equipment likes is broadcast in the collection 6 of theme songs by 
having prepared the program groups 11a and lib for every television station and 1 1c — can be made a glimpse, 
and can be checked. 

[0024] Next, drawing 4 starts the program groups 12a and 12b which carried out the account of the average of 
the program name for every genre of a program, and the 3rd example classified into 12c — . With the program 
-groups 12a and 12b and'12c — . a drama, variety, or quiz is concretely classified for every genre of a program. 
That is, it is the music which can be sung with karaoke equipment, and the program name of the TV program for 
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which the music was used is summarized per genre, and is put in order. Since there is no class so much at this 
time when it divides for every genre, the drama which is a numerous genre overwhelmingly is written first, and is 
written sequentially from what has many numbers of after that (it was made the same number also with each 
genre for convenience by a diagram). On the other hand, they are the program groups 12a. 12b, and 12c. — About 
the inner program name, it is arranged in the order of the Japanese syllabary, and the music name of the music 
used for the TV program as shown in drawing, the singer name which sings the music, and the tune number 
number inputted into karaoke equipment — and it sings and is shown in the single tier. 

{0025] Music is searched by the program name which has memorized the page of the collection 6 of theme songs 
in the part of the genre which opens and corresponds when the program name of the TV program for which the 
music is used is known, although neither the music name of the music which the user of karaoke equipment is 
already going to sing by sample which has the collection 6 of theme songs of the above configurations, nor a 
singer name is known, and it sings whether it is the music which the music tends to sing itself to be sure, and it is 
checked in the part of and after checking coming out so, a tune number number is inputted into karaoke 
•equipment. 

[O026] Therefore, a suitable tune number number can be searched with remembering the program name of the TV 
program by which the music was passed, even if neither a music name nor a singer name is known by having 
formed such a collection 6 of theme songs. Moreover, by having constituted the program groups 12a and 12b and 
12c — which were classified for every genre, a genre which many music which turns into a hit song like a drama 
produces a large number of can be seen collectively, and it is convenient. 

[0027] As mentioned above, various modification is possible in the range in which this invention is not limited to 
such a thing, and the karaoke music concerning this invention does not deviate from the meaning although the 
example of a sample was already explained. For example, although the above-mentioned example explained on the 
assumption that a TV program, it is satisfactory for targetting not only television but a radio program or a movie 
for this invention in any way. Moreover, for example, although the above-mentioned example indicated the 
program name, even if the program name is omitted, it makes it understand also by the abbreviation and comment 
or it classifies according to an age further in what was impressed by the broadcast age. by what was impressed 
by the comment by the talent who appears, it does not interfere at the popular TV program which came out. 
Moreover, you may classify into the wind — of the Showa 30s of the Showa 20s, and may classify into a wind 
-called the time of the first oil crisis the characteristic occurrence of the time, around for example, the time of 
Tokyo Olympic Games. 
[0028] 

{Effect of the Invention] This invention is what has the collection of music names or the collection of singer 
names which distinguished and wrote the tune number number for calling music by the music name or the singer 
name from karaoke equipment. The tune number number of the music passed through the mass media which can 
transmit speech information among the music which can be sung with said karaoke equipment Since it has the 
collection of mass media information which classified the matter relevant to predetermined information or 
predetermined information as a common theme, and wrote it By searching using the predetermined information 
passed with music through the various mass media which can transmit speech information, even if the music 
name or singer name of music which it is going to sing with karaoke equipment are not known Even if neither a 
music name nor a singer name was found, the thing of the karaoke music which can search the music which he 
wishes certainly for which a sample is already offered became possible.
